I need not ſay much ot this : a man that hath felt the 
fire,necd not to be told that it is hot ; and ſeeing the 
adyantageswhich ariſe from this reſtitution unto the 
whole Nation, are fo (calible, I necd not cell you, 
how great a metcy it is. Perhaps there are ſome 
that think this reſtitution but a relapſe: I intend 
not'to trouble my ſelfe ro convince them; I pray 
God reſtore them allo to their righc judgements in 
his due time.
